1 . All statements made herein of my own knowledge are true, and all statements made on 
information and belief are believed to be true. 

2. My legal name is Chung Chin Chen, I am known as George Chen, and I am a registered 
patent agent, Registration No. 3 1725, before the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (referred 
to below as the "USPTO"). 

3 . I am an employee of the law firm Bacon & Thomas, PLLC of Alexandria, Virginia (referred 
to below as "Bacon & Thomas"), and was an employee during the relevant time period in 
2008. 

4. During the relevant time period in 2008, 1 communicated with Ms. Elizabeth Harris who was 
also known as Lissa Harris and was an employee of Bacon & Thomas. 

5. During the relevant time period in 2008, Ms. Harris regularly processed the payment of 
maintenance fees for U.S. patents on behalf of the clients of Bacon & Thomas. 

6. Talents International Patent & Trademark Office of Taichung, Taiwan (referred to below 
as "Talents") instructed Bacon & Thomas to pay the 7.5 years maintenance fee for U.S. 
PatentNo. 6116729 (referred to below as "the '729 patent") in an email dated June 25, 2008, 
which appears as the earliest email at 3 :0 1 AM on June 25, 2008, in the chain dated June 27, 
2008 (copy attached as Exhibit GC-1).

8. I confirmed the instructions in an email at 7:54 AM on June 25, 2008, and copied Ms. Harris 
to advise her, as shown in Exhibit GC-1 . 

9. Ms. Harris sent me an email at 10:56 AM on June 27, 2008, to ask whether this case should 
be transferred from our client "Jason Counselloring" to our client "Talents" as shown in 
Exhibit GC-1. 

10. I advised Ms. Harris in an email at 1 1 : 10 AM on June 27, 2008, that is was okay for her to 
transfer the case to our client Talents in our records, and okay for her to pay the maintenance 
fee to the USPTO after Talents sent us "prepayment" of our invoice to Talents, as shown in 
Exhibit GC-1. 

11. I received a copy of the email from Ms. Harris to Talents shown in Exhibit GC-2, but I did 
not notice that the patent number of the attachment ("U.S. 6,116,758.pdf) was different 
from the patent number ("6,1 16,729") in the subject line. 

12. During the relevant time period in 2008, 1 was not aware of any error in the payment of a 
U.S. maintenance fee by Ms. Harris.
